Thit- 
cradle immigration threatens to swamp 
the white race in the Beath, and to over­ 
throw the dominance of the wealthy and 
cultured classes in the great oitiee of 
the north. 
The tendency to relative 
childlessness in what are termed the up 
per classes is difficult to reconcile with 
the absolute doctrine of the survival of 
the fille t, unless, indeed, the “appel 
classes" are not the fittest, a suggestion 
which history makes at least thinkable. 
This tendency also suggests education 
and culture as a core for that danger of 
over-population which Me lib as thoaght 


was sure sooner or later to bring irre­ 
trievable disaster on the bornan race. I) 
woald appear that these conditions which 
are most favorable to the highest and 
best forms cf life are not favorable to 
the greatest:progeny. Fifth avenue will 
have to provide oetter bom: a for Cherry 
Hill, or the Filth avenue of the fntnre 
will be servant to the Cherry Hill of the 
f alure.”

arranged not to precipitate a discussion 
of the measure in either house until 
about the time of the meeting of this 
convention. 
A large number cf peti­ 
tions have been received signed by about 
25,000 citizens, a large number of whom 
are women, asking that the present law 
be not repealed. 
There have el so been 
quite a number of petiti ins asking Jtbe 
enactment of local option. Among the 
latter, tho most nobble was a petition 
from Jones count / containing 805 signa­ 
tures , of which 612 were voters, 6 of 
them being mi liters and 181 womeu.

Washington’, March 25.—Several pe 
tltions against the ratification of tho ex­ 
tradition treaty with Russia having been 
presented to the Senate from Massachu­ 
setts and Missouri, Mr. Hoar said that 
ho would once more raise tho question 
as to their presentation in open session. 
“That was decided the other day,” 
said Mr. Vest, “ by a vote of the Senate.” 
“ It was decided,” Mr. Hoar replied 
“when 
there 
were very few Sena­ 
tors present, in the absence of members 
of tho Committee on Foreign Relations. 
I think that the decision should be re­ 
versed at once.” 
“ I had supposed until the other day,” 
said Mr. Dawes, “ that there never was 
a question but that such petitions must 
be presented in open session. 
That vote 
the other day seemed to be a departure 
from the custom. 
I havo no choice 
about it mvself.” 
“ I should like a full Senate,” said Mr. 
Cockrell, “ when the point is discussed. 
I think the Senate did right exactly the 
other day.” 
The point of order was withdrawn by 
Mr. Hoar for the timo being. 
Tho Senate took up Mr. Sherman’s 
bill agaius' trusts and combinations in 
restraint of trade and production. 
Mr. Teller said he was inclined to vote 
for the bill, although he was not sangu­ 
ine of its accomplishing the purpose. 
He doubted very much whether any ben­ 
efit would be derived from it. 
Unless 
the States took hold of the question and 
suppressed the trusts by limiting the 
amount of capital that can be aggregated 
in any corporation the trouble would 
continue. 
The bill, he said, would apply to the 
Farmers’ alliance and 
the 
National 
Farmers’ league, which were organized 
with the avowed purpose of increasing 
the prices of farm produce, a thing 
which he regarded as most desirable 
and as absolutely essential to the pros­ 
perity of the country. 
Did anybody be­ 
lieve that those organizations were in­ 
imical and hostile to the public welfare? 
On the contrary, did not everybody 
know that unless the prices of farm 
products in this country could bo In­ 
creased a great many of the farmers 
would soon be in bankruptcy and turn­ 
ed out of their homes. 
Mr. George referred to the Knights of 
Labor as another 
organization 
that 
would come within the scope of the bill, 
because the object of the order was to 
increase their wages and consequently 
to increase the cost of production. 
Mr. Ingalls* amendment, aimed at 
dealing in futures and options, was dis 
cussed. 
Mr. Sherman opposed it as not 
In harmony with the bill, as referring to 
an entirely different matter, as pro­ 
posing a tax, which could not originate 
in th(> Senate, and as not having been 
considered by a committee. 
He also 
opposed 
Mr. 
Reagan’s amendment 
which had not been considered by any 
committee, and pleaded for the passage 
of the bill as reported from the finance 
committee. 
Mr. Stewart said the bill was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
lf it were constitutional it 
would permit tho prosecution of the 
farmers of Iowa or Kansas who com­ 
bined to hold back their corn until prices 
were better. 
Mr. Hoar criticised the hill in some of 
its legal aspects, and claimed that 
failed to afford any adequate remedy. 
He did not believe that every 
time 
the price of wheat wont down, every 
timo that there was a bad year in agri­ 
culture, or that the manufacturers were 
pinched, or that the mines were un­ 
profitable, it was good policy for Con­ 
gress to hold out to the people quack 
remedies or pretended cures. 
Mr, Sherman said if tho duty on cot­ 
ton cloths or woolen cloths wms a little 
too low to protect the manufacturers of 
Massachusetts not a month or a day 
would pass before Mr. Hoar would de­ 
mand a remedy in tho way of raising 
tile duty. 
He spoke of the sugar trust, 
componed of seventeen corporations, and 
asked what remedy Dad tho people o 
New York against that combination. 
None at all except one against corpora 
ti ohs included in it. 
The State courts 
could do but little with the trusts. Wa- 
there no remedy for the evils of sud 
combinations? 
If tho remedy proposed 
by tho bill was a sham and a quark medi­ 
cine, where was Mr, 
Hoar’s genuine 
remedy? A remedy would never cora* 
from the class of mon engaged In snub 
monopolies. 
He had seen the gradual growth of 
combinations, and 
knew 
that theii 
power wa* growing greater and greater 
and stronger and stronger. 
And if Con 
gross was impotent to deal with that 
evil, if it could not prescribe anything 
but quack medicine, it would prove it­ 
self utterly unfit lo perform its duties. 
Mr. Vest objected to tho bill because, 
in his judgment, it would offed nothing: 
because, as a lawyer, he believed that 
tho Supremo court would not entertain 
it for a moment: because It. destroyed all 
his ideas of the limitations of the consti­ 
tution; because it was against, tile letter 
and spirit of tho judiciary act of 1789, 
and because it was “ sound and fury, 
signifying nothing.” 
The bill went over without action. 
The House. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 2 5 .—When the 
House met Mr. Cannon of Illinois, from 
the committee on rules, reported a reso­ 
lution making the world’s fair bill a 
special order for to-morrow morning 
immediately after the reading of the 
journal, the previous question to be con 
sidercd as ordered at 4 o’clock.

Supremo court of the United States has 
reversed the decision of the Minnesota 
Supreme court in what are known us tho 
granger cases. , The Minnesota decis­ 
ion was against the contention of the rail­ 
road company. The oplnlonjdoclares that 
the law of Mlnnnesota neither contem­ 
plates nor allows any issue lo be made 
as to the reasonableness of the rates 
established by the State railroad com­ 
missioners, thus establishing an extra 
judicial tribunal in violation of the con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
This be­ 
ing the case, the decision 
Is reversed 
and the cases remanded.

L o n d o n , March 2 5 .—In the House of 
commons Mr. Balfour introduced his 
Irish land purchase bill. 
It facilitates 
the transfer of land and improves meth­ 
ods of purchase, making them cheaper 
and more rapid than those provided by 
the x\shboumo act. 
Purchase is made voluntary. 
Thoro 
is no risk to tho British taxpayer, al­ 
though British credit is utilized. 
The 
maximum advances allowed tho buyer is 
fixed at twenty years’ rent less local 
ates paid the landord. 
Tho total of the advances which may 
may be mado under the bill is in amount 
fc t.’t.ooo,goo. 
Tho provisions of tho bill 
had been kept secret and tile detailed 
statement and explanation of Mr. Bal­ 
four were listened to with the deepest 
attention. 
Mr. Gladstone followed Mr. Balfour. 
While unable to pronounce at once on so 
elaborate and comprehensive a measure, 
lie said he felt compelled to admit that 
tho government had followed a courage­ 
ous policy. 
Mr. Balfour promised on the part of 
tho government an unbiased discussion 
of the merits of tho bill. 
The Post, referring to tho laml-pur- 
cliase bill, says that the plan for obtain­ 
ing tho needful security is complicated 
and artificial, while any organized resist­ 
ance to its operation would in the cml 
involve a recourse to drastic measures. 
If it can be bettered nobody is more 
likely to welcome tho fact than Mr. Bal­ 
four. 
Unless this Is done it deserves 
tile treatment <’»io I ho only feasible 
scheme under public notice. 
The Daily News says that a more 
elaborate and complicated measure than 
the land-purchaso has seldom, lf ever, 
been introduced in Parliament. 
One 
thing stands out clearly from tile tangled 
labyrinth—that British credit may be 
pledged to the extent of £33,000,000 for 
the benefit nominally of the Irish ten­ 
ant. but really for the bcnofit of tho land­ 
lord. 
Tho Chronicle says the schema is com­ 
prehensive and ingenious, and if the 
opposition approacli the question in the 
spirit of Mr. Gladstone’s remarks, with 
the view of bettering Ireland rather 
than of damaging the government, we 
may get a scheme that will go far toward 
solving tho Irish question. 
The Times,commenting upon the land- 
purchaso bill, says: 
“ We do not like to 
commit ourselves, without having seen 
and studied the bill, to a decisive judg­ 
ment. 
Doubtless there are some provis­ 
ions which are open to comment. 
But 
upon the whole the bill seems to prompt 
tlio creation, in process of time, of a 
peasant proprietary on a very large scale 
without practically involving tho British 
exchequer or the tax-payers in any addi­ 
tional risk whatever.”

Few in this great city know tho 
beauties of the night as seen from the 
roof of a lofty building, such, for in­ 
stance, as the Equitable building, on 
lower Broadway, says the New York 
Evening Sun. 
On a clear, cloudless evening while 
tho city is yet awake, the aspect is 
grand and imposing. In any direction 
in which the eye may turn can bo soon 
a kaleidoscopic and fantastic array of 
gas and electric lights, which twinkle 
in the distance like giant Bredes in 
fields of gloomy buildings. Overhead, 
the stars blink and twinkle, and from 
the streets far below issue a not un­ 
musical clatter of horses1 feet. 
The prettiest view is that of the 
Jersey wharf front, along which are 
thousands of red, white, and green 
lights, which seem to form the outline 
of whatever the imagination creates. 
Liberty's light in the harbor and the 
beacons far below flash incessantly 
their warnings to mariners, and over 
in South Brooklyn there seems to be a 
forest of restless white lights. 
In either river silent and puffing 
craft creep in devious paths from one 
shore to the other. Their signal lights 
glow with a peculiar brightness and 
flash long, weird shadows on the inky 
waters.
